Tho qaeBtiou as to tho time and man" 
nor of tho application of tho Federal 
lawB of Canada to this Province is one 
which ozcitoB considerable attention 
just boVii- Some pooplo appear to have 
run away with tbe idea that, as a mat- 
tor of coureo, t'uoae laws app'y to Brit- 
ish Columbia coiocident'y with admis- 
uion. A little rcfloclion will, we think, 
fehow that this is a misinko. Those 
laws liavo beeij enacted by lbo Parlia- 
ment ot Canada for tho Dominion as 
ozisting and , bounded at tho time of 
such enabinie'nt, und the power which 
onaoied can alone extend tho applica- 
tion to now territory, Suoli at least 
appears to us to bo the correct view. 
Li ihii view be correct it follows that 
the Federal laws of Canada cannot ap. 
ply to JBriliab Ooluoabia till after tho 
next ECBfiOn of tho Dominion Parlia- 
ment, and tbon only in so far as Parlia- 
ment t-ball muko ibem apply by logis- 
laiive enuctmont, and it further follows 
that if the Djininion Parliament does 
not meet till Fubruary 1872, as there 
is reason to believe will bo the case, tho 
laws referred to will not apply to Brit- 
ish Columbia for .'oven or eight months 
to corne.

Who's Who? 

On Thursday . British Oulumbia ceased 
to be a colony ol tbo British Crown by 
beooming a Province ol (be Dominion 
of Canada. The question togitests it> 
self — Who ia Governor, and noder what 
authority are the affairs of'Brlitsh Oo- 
lambia being admiaisterod ? Formerly 
the Governor held his authority under 
the Kuyal Cooiini8fi'>n. Under the Do- 
minion oonBlituliou tho LieatonaniGov- 
ornor of a Province holdd his autluirity 
under a coinmia-ion from tiie Ciuvernor 
General of Canada. Tno Hon Mr 
Trmcb is presumably tbe only man 
holding such a obmmisBion io reapeot ot 
this Proviucei a commission which will 
be dormant outil ho eaters the territory. 
Assnmiiig, ihereloro, thit tho Quooii'a 
cominitssiuii held by ills Exoelloncy 
Governor Mu;-gravo coa-^ed to havo any 
force when British Columbia ceused to 
bo a Colony of the Crown, and assuming 
that be has taken no power from Otta- 
wa, tbo qoeslio 1 naturally arises, in what 
capacity dooti he ao ?
